ABLE TO HOLD 


Canada is holding its wheat for better 
prices. Grain-exporting companies are 
holding. The wheat pool-—representing 
thousands of growers is holding, at the 
cost and risk of its members. Individuai 

rowers are holding on their own account. 
t is the nearest approach to a complete 
hold-out against the foreign buyer that 
Canada has ever staged, 

Whatever the outcome of this specu- 
lation, it is very significant that the 
grower, cither as an individual farmer or 
as a member of the pool, is able to do his 
share of the holding when holding seems | 
to him to be good business, That bespeaks 
a position of financial independence to 
which he was formerly an entire stranger, 

Until the war demand set a new scale 
of wheat prices, the western wheat-grow- | 
er lived from hand to mouth. He sold as 
soon as he could get the grain from the | 
machine to the elevator, of necessity, not | 
of choice. It the yield was good and the 
price good at the moment, he made a ‘pro- 
fit on the year’s operations. If either con- 
dition were adverse, he lost. 

This year the yield is low, but the 
price is high in comparison to pre-war 
standards. But the grower thinks it is 
not high enough, or not as high as it will 
be, and—like the buying and selling com- 
pany—he proposes to wait for a_ rise. 
That he has a choice in the matter, and 
can do as he pleases, is the new element 
in the situation, 


HOW MUCH DISARMAMENT?

THE DUCTLESS GLANDS—The Thymus 

The Thymus gland is located behind the upper part of the sternum 
and in front of the trachea, It becomes partly atrophied after puberty. Its 
functions are not thoroughly understood, but it undoubtedly produces one or 
more hormones having some influence upon the sexual glands and upon the 
formation of the blood, especially the lymphotcytes, 

Children with enlarged tonsils, adenoids and nasal 
catarrh most frequently show an enlarged thymus. 
They are often fat and regavded as healthy, but the 
Skin is pale and the flesh flabby. They have little re- 
sistance to infectious diseases, and may die suddenly

A tota! of $9,327,000 worth of Alberta government bonds were des~- 
troyed by fire on Tuesday. 

These bonds were o. varying issues of five 10 and 20 years. 

The destruction took place under the eyes of Depuly Provincial 
‘Treasurer W. V Newson, Provincial Auditor James C. Thompson, H, E 
Hardisty of the Provincial ‘Treasurer's department, and representatives of 
the press, 

But though nearly $10,000,000 worth of bonds went up in smoke, 
the province lost not one cent, * 

The bonds had matured, had been paid, and cancelled, 

From all corners of the earth these bonds had come, Most were of 
$1,000 denomination, though many were of $600 and $100. Some had 
wills attached, Many had munieipal district financial statements and 
certificates of ownership. 

The history of a government bond is interesting from the time that 
the government goes on the money market and asks for quotations until 
bids are received and accepted and debentures finally issued afier the 
receipt of the money from successful bidders, untt! the bond goes up in 
smoke 

Year after year, as coupons from maturing bonds return to the legis- 
lative buildings and the treasury department from all ends of the globe 
they are checked against the record, cancelled and filed away until such 
time a8 all coupons have been paid and the bond itself ts presented for 
payment rhen both bonds and coupons are carefully counted
